It appoiirs to bo a fiiot that this small 
quiMility of aliini whitotis the bread. 
In this, as iu so miiuy other cases of 
adulteration, thorn iirci two jruilty par- 
ties — the biiyor who tloinamis iiupossi- 
blo or unnatural ajjpi.'ariinco, or the 
manufacturer or vendor who supplies 
the foolish demand. The judfjiuir of 
broad by its whilonoss is a mistake 
which has led to av.n-h mischief, 
against which the recent agitation for 
"whole meal" is, I think, an extreme 
reaction. 

If the husk, whicli i." vlnnrnmUnl by 
the wliolcsale agitators, woru iisdifrost- 
iblo as the inner Hour, they would un- 
questionably bu riy;iit, but it is easy to 
show that it is not, and that in some 
cases the j)a9.sa<j;o of the undigested 
particles may produce niisciiievous ir- 
ritation in the iiiteslinal ciuial. My 
own opinion on tlii.s .subject (it still re- 
mains in the reirion of opinion ratlior 
than of science) is tliat a middle course 
is the right one — viz.: that bread shoukl 
be made of moderate dressed or 
"seconds" flour rather than ovordrn.s.s 
ed "firsts," or undressed "lliirds" i. o., 
unsifted wliole-nieal Hour. 

Such seconds Hour tloo.s not produce 
whit(! broad, aiui oon.suuior.s nro iinwiao 
iu deraandin;^ whilonoss. in my house- 
hold wo make our own broad, but oc- 
casionally, when the demand exceeds 
ordinary supply, a loaf or two is 
bouglit from tlio baker. I find tliat, 
with corrosponilinir or identical tlour, 
the bakor's liruail is whiter tlian tlio 
home-niailc, aiui corrosiiondini^ly in- 
ferior. I may say, colorlos.s iu flavor, 
it lacks the oharaciuiistiu of whoaton 
sweetness. There are, however, c:^cop- 
tions to this, as certain bakers are now 
doing a great business in supplying 
what they call "home-made" or "farm- 
house" bread. It is darker in color 
than ordinary bread, but is .sold never- 
theless at a liifT'ier prion, and I find 
that it has ilio flavor of the bread made 
in my own kitchen. When their cus- 
tomers become more intelligent, all the 
bakers will doubtless cease to incur 
the expense of buying packets of 
"stufl"' or "rocky, or ,(iny other 
bleaching abomination. — From "The 
Ckemisiri/ of Cookery,^' in Fopular Sci- 
encu MuiiUUy.

Baae-Ball ^iilariers. 
... A little paragraph has begun to go 
the rounds of - tlib- bountiy press, in 
which some "tall" figures are given in 
connection with tho salaries of base- 
ball i)layi!r.s. Wo tirst discovorod it in 
the Hartford Times, but it probably did 
not originate tlioro, for the .subject is 
treated a.s though tho editor htui bo- 
couie aware within a day or two that in 
a base-ball nine certain players aro Jc- 
noiuinatod "left liolder," '-catcher" 
and "pitolier." Salaries aro said to 
be ::iveu to these players averaging 
.$4,000 or i?5. 01)0 a yo.ar. "Poor out- 
Holders," it seems, aro in demand at 
ifL'.OOO. 

It is true, wo Ijolicvo, that ono man 
has boon oll'ered .^5,000 to catch for the 
Chicago nine next season. Ho now re- 
ceives $;5. "iOO, wliioh is now the largest 
salary paid to any plavor in tho coun- 
try. As for "|)oor outfielders" getting 
iJ'i.OOO, there aro many irood ones wlio 
wish llioy couul qblain so mucli. 

Those iigiires aro soiuotiiuos made 
tho basis of a lauuMil over tho prodom- 
inauco of uiuscK: over brain, and are 
alluuod to as showing tho degeneracy 
of. tho country, wiioro men of intellect 
command lower salariiis than base-ball 
players. Let tis look tlu- iniitror .-([uaro- 
ly in the fiico. luiho lir.si id.'icr base- 
ball is a popular form of oiiu^rtaiiiniont. 
It draws boLler than a good play at a 
tlioater. Tliiu-o is a |)i)pular (hiiuand 
for good [)layiiig. a.s tlioro i.s at tho Iho- 
aler. In tho scK'ond pl.-ico, playing baso- 
ball is hard worU. A game only lasts 
two liours, perhaps, but tho player 
must keep in good condition, must bo 
temperate in nis" diet and regular in 
his hours, while ho is not on the hold. 
Ho must oboy orders implicitly, travel 
whorover his manager dirocts, anil do 
)\is best under all circumsiance.s. In 
tho third place, it is only tho vei-y best 
men that demand salaries of .^'iOOO 
and over. When a man is tho Ijost 
catcher in the country, or can pitch so 
as to insure his club a loadinir position, 
it is 111)1 strange thai ho should cum- 
niand a high salary. In liiu fourth 
place iho best ball playois (io not re- 
ceive as good salaries as socond-i'lass 
stage players. They are not paid as 
well as first-class commercial Iravolurs. 
Their income is ridiculously small as 
compiiriMi with that of a boss plumber, 
a bank managor or a railway president. 
In fact, about the only iirofossional 
mon of any great oHlcioncy who aro 
worse paid tlian ball players are news- 
paper men, school teachers and clergy- 
men, and ihoy, as every one knows, 
work for the good of others more than 
for pecuniary profit. — A''. Y. Mail and 
Express. '

Mr. Dallas had 
not the slightest concoiUion of their ob- 
ject, and stood thund(U-struck at the 
scene. Mr. Walker led him into the 
back parlor. "My dear Walker," said 
he in ama/.emont, "what is the mat- 
ter?" "Wait one moment, if y<Mi 
jileaso, Dallas, wait ono moment, if you 
ploaso." Tho folding doors were then 
thrown o|Hin and the whole clcloiration 
atejipod foru'.-ird and gave t hriMMh-afcii- 
ing chiMirs fur "I'oik and Dallas!" ,Mi-. 
Dallas stood paralyzed. Mr. Walker 
enjoyed his tliscoinlituro. (iov. Fair- 
child, of Maine, then steppiid forward 
and announced his nomination. — Ben:

EUROPEAN DESPATCH ES. 

The tolcgraphio tlespatchea published 
yesterday inorniag possess absorbing in- 
tereaU^ Thoj^^te that Her Majesty and 
the" TPrince'of'Wales have arranged a com- 
promise between thu lords mid cominona 
on the frauchiac act, ■whereby tho lords 
will pass tho act, a,ud Giadatoiio pludyea 
himself to bring in a rediutributiuu bill. 
This comproiaiau, if acceptable to the 
two bouses, will end the crisis, and the 
conatitutioQ will be preBorved. It is suid 
that the Prince of Wales has announced 
his intention of voting for the franchise 
bill should it again coiiio before thu lords. 
Another despatch stated that Goniiauy 
was becoming recoiicilod to tlio proposi- 
tion fur the diversion of the Egyptian 
ainkinj; fund, nud it was believed that 
there would bo a peaceful solution of the 
question by a confuronce that is to muut 
at Berlin.

Prom tlio Toronto Globe and IMail of 
tho 25th Sept., we take the following from 
their reports of the sitting of the Supreme 
court on tho constitutionality of thu Do- 
minion license act:. 

OrrAW.'., Sept. 24. — In tho supremo 
court this morning tho argument in the 
license cnae was continued by Mr. S. H. 
lilako on behalf of Ontario. He re- 
sumed his argument shownig that tho 
torma "trade aud commerce," could not 
apply to tho retail liquor tralhc, and also 
pointed out that if the licensing power 
was vested in the provinces it was exclu- 
sive. The decision of tho Privy Council 
iu tho lluaaell case must be read in the 
light of the subsequent judguioiit in the 
hlodgo case. 

IMr. Justice Strong remarked that it 
appeared to hitii that tho privy council in 
deciding that tho Crooks Act was within 
the power of the provincial legislature, 
had decided that the right was excluaivn- 
ly vested in such legi.slatures, and tho 
Dominion parliament could have nothing 
to ilo with tho subject. 

Mr. lUake said tliat with regard to pro- 
hibition it was within the power of tlio 
Dominion to prohibit the importation or 
manufacture of spirits. That was a large 
and general subject, but the nioineiit im- 
portation aud inaniifacture was perniittetl 
it was for the provinces to make regula- 
tions governing the sale. He quoted the 
piovialoiis of tho Dominion Liceii-e Act 
to show that the subjects dealt with were 
purely matters of polioci regulation. If 
lie wanted a leduetio lul uht:\in/itiii he 
would cite this Act by which the Domin - 
ion parliament by virturc of their power 
to regulate trade and commerco, sought 
to prescribe how many beds should be in 
eviTy hutol; what hours those taverns 
should bo kept open; tho size of the 
stables; number of horses to be accomodat- 
ed; bow door.s were to be oiieiied; the 
[leraoii? eligiblo to receive licenses, and a 
thi/uaiuid petty details were all aaid, for- 
sooth to bo largo mattors of trade and 
commerco. But unless they wore purely 
municipal and police regulations, ho dul 
not know what numieipal and [lolice regu- 
lations were. If the Dianinimi could get 
control of tlni lifpior traflic by virtue of 
their power to regulate trade and c>'m 
nuM-ce there was nothinii to prevent its 
dealing with any othur business in the 
same way, and provincial legislatures could 
bo Blrippod of all their power. If the 
provinces luul power ti> deal with the 
liipi'T trallic thoy h;id exolusivo power, 
and if they had e.xcliiaivo power there was 
no sucdi thing as conctirrruit jurisdiction 
He denied that the Dominion parliament 
had a piiramount or oi-er ridin^^ powc^r 
over any subject falling within thu legia 
lativo jurisdiction of provincial leuisla 
tures. J\Ir. Blake concluded his addres.s 
by pointing out that the American au- 
thorities quoted for tho Dominion were 
inapplicablo, because the fodornl system 
of the United States was xvholly ditl'urent 
from that of Canada. 

The factum pri;.si!iited t(j the ciurt by 
the counsel (or (.,)nebec province, Mes.srs. 
S. It. Church, (.J. C, and J. S. Archi- 
Ijidd, is a most elaborate one, ami pre- 
sents tho case of tho provinces with a 
fulness of argument, the coiudusions c.f 
which are: — First, that the Dominion par- 
liament can [jrohibit tho importation of 
li(luor into Canada. Second, that the 
Dominion parliament can prohibit its 
manufacture within tho country. Tliirii, 
that tho Dominion parliament can e.xer- 
ciso legislative control over the wholesale 
trade in liquor so far as the second section 
of article 81 of the Union Act of 1807 
would regard it as a mattor of trade and 
commerce. F<iurtli, that the local legis- 
latures and thu nuinicipal organizations of 
the several provinces have exclusive; con- 
trol of those who are to deal in it afier it 
passes from the hands of those who have 
im|)orted it or manufactured it, and con- 
a-.'()iiently the exclusive right to license 
individuals to deal in it, the charging iif 
a license fee for such permit, the prescrib- 
ing of what qualification they shall 
posHess'aa indiviauals, or what local sanc- 
tion they shall obtain. Fifth, that the 
right to prohibit in .any particular muni- 
cipal corporation the sale of liipior hy re- 
tail is under existing valid legislation 
within the exclusive control of tho muni- 
cipal corporations, and of the peuplu c(aii- 
prisiiig tho municipal corporations, by 
value of the authority conferred upon 
them by the legislation anterior to confed- 
eration, or passed by the local legislatures 
since that period. Sixth, that, pin- iniilni, 
tho Doaunion parliament has the au- 
thority to deal with the questi.iii of local 
prohibition, or to revoke or supplant pro- 
vincial legislation on the subject. 
•Seventh, the sale of liiiuors on vessels 
when on waters under tho control of the 
Uomlnion, and on questions of fraud and 
bribery, are tho only parts cjf the lji((UHr 
License Act of 1SS3 respecting which any 
strong grounds can be urged as showing 
that they are within Dominion parli.a 
mentary control, but the counsel for ()<tr- 
bec submit that in the distribution of 
legislative power under the Union .Act of 
181)7 it was not intended to make any dis- 
tinctions as to the exercis(! of iiojice 
power in regard to the lR|Uor trallic np'o, 
thu rivers of the Dominion a.s coiitrnilis- 
tinguished from its regulation on land, 
nor to confer tho power upon tho Do- 
minion parliament to declare an .act done 
in violation of an Act over which thev 
had not legislative authority a misdemea- 
nour. But ctaisiduring that over these 
two matters there is more or less ground 
for regarding tho act as nltra uirc.s, the 
Quebec province counsel submit that up 
on all other matters tho .Acts are vvlndly 
iillni nrr:i uf the authority of tho Doaiiii- 
ion parliament and uncnnstitiitioual. 

Mr. (iregory addressed the court on 
behalf of New Brunswick, lie ah wed 
that before ::onfedoration tho municipali- 
ties of Now Brunswick had power to 
licenso wlmlos'ile dealers, brewers, and 
distillers as well as naloons ,iiul taverns, 
and that the Act of the. Dominion parlia- 
ment would deprive tho province of its 
municipal powers; and if tho provincial 
legislatures had this power the Dominion 
could not take it away or override it. He 
also pointed out that tin: D{)iiMnion Li- 
cense Act was not uniform in its provi- 
sions, exceptions being iiiado in favour of 
partieuhir provinces and cities. The nuui- 
l)er of licenses to be granted »fiis not the 
same according to population iu all parts 
of the Dominion. Mr. Gregory had not 
concluded when the court rijan.
